AT HEARING 


WASHINGTON, (#) Two 
utomobue company executives 
gave conflicting - testimony to 
Congress today on the question of 
bargaining collectively with fore- 
men. 

They testified before the sen- 
ate labor committee after cop 
Brown, president of the fo 
men’s association of America (F- 
AA), an independent union, urged 
that companies be required to 
bargain with foremen just like 
any other employe. 

Harry F. Morton, industrial re- |

prises of Henry Kaiser, said Kais- 
er-Frazer has enjoyed “agreeable 
and satisfactory” relations with 
the FAA. He said they will con- 
tinue to sign contracts with FAA 
unléss prohibited by law.

Then Woihieny te” least, vice 
president and general counsel of 
the Ford Motor Co. said Ford 
dealt with the FAA “in the best 
of good faith” from 1942 to 1947 
and “we were disappointed and 
disillusioned.”

Release Gomplaint 

Outside the hearing, the CIO 
made public a complaint that the 
money sought by President Tru- 
man for the labor department and 
federal security agency in 1950 is 
too little and represents ‘poor 
economy.” 

The CIO gave out the testimony 
of Katherine Pollak Ellickson, its 
assistant director of research, be- 
fore closed sessions of the house 
appropriations committee. 

Mrs. Ellickson asked that the 
labor department’s appropriation 
for the 1950 fiscal year be raised to 
$25,000,000—an increase of $8,000,- 
000. The department would get a 
total of .$187,000,000 under the 
budget requested by President 
Truman, but $170,000,000 is dis- 
tributed to states. 

The CIO asked that the federal 
security agency's allotment be in- 
creased another $25,000,000 on top 
of the $2,400,000,000 now ear- 
marked for the agency including 
grants for public assistance.

WASHIUGTON, (7) The 
Hoover commission said today the 
post office department should be 
taken out of politics. 

The Postmaster General, it 
said, should not be allowed to head 
a national political committee, 
and the postmasters throughout 
the country should be career men 
chosen from within the postal 
service and not subject to confir- 
mation by the senate. 

These were the highlights of a 
report to Congress by the 12- 
member commission Congress cre- 
ated last year to report on organi- 
zation of the executive branch of 
the government. Former Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover is chairman. 

The report on the post office de- 
partment was the fourth of more 
than 15 due to reach Congress by’ 
March 13. 

These eight things were listed 
by the commission under the head- 
ing of “What is wrong with the 
post office?”: 

A. The administrative structure 
is obsolete and overcentralized. 

B. A maze of outmoded laws, 
regulations and traditions freez- 
es progress and stifles proper ad- 
ministration. 

Cc. The post office “lacks the 
freedom and the flexibility essen- 
tial to good business operation.” 

D. Rates have not kept pace 
with wages and other costs, and 
ratemaking machinery in inade- 
quate. 

E. The service is used to hide 
subsidies. 

F. Political appointments of 
first, second and third class post- 
masters and certain other offi- 
cials produces inefficiency ‘and 
militates against the incentives of 
promotion.” 

G. Methods of budgeting, ac- 
counting and appropfiation are

Boke Faces 
Senate Fight 


WASHINGTON, (4) — Victor- 
ious in the house, Michael W. 
Straus and Richard L. Boke face 
a skirmish in the senate to retain 
their Reclamation bureau  posi- 
tions.

Wadsworth accused the two of- 
ficials of incompetence and said 
they had engaged in agitating pro- 
paganda against the small size of ; 
congressional appropriations for 
the California Central Valley pro- 
ject. 


Treason More 
Than Words | 
‘Sally’ Defense 


WASHINGTON, (/) — The de- 
fense in the “Axis Sally” treason 
trial argued today ‘mere words 
do not constitute the crime of 
treason. ‘Treason must be more 
than the spoken word.” 

James J. Laughlin, attorney for 
Mildred E. Gillars asked Judge 
Edward M. Curran for a ‘“judge- 
ment of acquittal’ and launched 
into a long argument in support 
of it. 

Before this country entered the 
war, Laughlin said, Miss Gillars 
had a right “to protest” and to 
criticize President Roosevelt, con- 
demn the British, and to be anti- 
Jewish. 

After this country entered, the 
war, he argued, Miss Gillars -act- 
ed aS an entertainer and announ- 
cér for the German radio until 
late in 1943. Then, he said, ‘‘other 
work was forced upon her.” 

He said this country had taken 
her passport from her even before 
entering the war, and that she 
could not have come back to the

MUNICH, Germany, (/) 
The U. S. Army, partially lifting 
a heavy veil of secrecy from a spy 
trial, today publicly sentenced 
Frontisek Klecka, 31-year-old 
waiter on the Orient express, to 
29 years at hard labor. 

The eight-man U. S. military 
commission, ordered by Gen. Lu- 
cius D. Clay to relax its secrecy, 
made known the name of the first 
defendant and invited the press to 
hear the verdict—but it did not re- 
veal the specific charge against 
Klecka. *
